WASHINGTON, June “2.—Pres- 
ident Coolidge today signed the 
tax reduction bill, but declaring 
it unsatisfactory, nhnovanced he 
would bend al! energies to 
obtain enactment of a better 
measure at the next session of 
Congress. 

The bill, which decreases tax 
rates in most imstances to the 
lowest levels since 1917 and which 
was the basis of the hottest legis- 
lative fight of the present session 
of Congress, was declared by the 
President in a 2600-word state- 
ment issued incident with his ap- 
provail of the measure to represent 
merely “tax reduction, not tax 
reform.” 

“The bill does not represent a 
sound permanent tax policy and 
in its passage been subject 
to ufifortunate influence which 
ought not to control fiscal ques- 
tions,” the Executive said. “Still 
in spite of its obvious defects, its 
advantages as a temporary reiief 
and a temporary adjustment of 
business conditions, in view of the 
uncertainty of a better iaw with- 
in a reasonable time, ieads me to 
believe that the best interests of 
the country would be subserved if 
this bill became a law. 

“A correction of its defects may 
be left to the next session of the 
Congress. I trust a bill tess 
political and more truly econmic 
may be passed at that time. To 
that end I shall bend all my ener- 


gies."

POLITICS IN TAX 
LAW DENOUNCED 


President Scores Policies of 
Congress 


Measure is Declared Slighs 
Improvement 


Many Provisions Harmful to 
Future of Nation —

that wealth in existence is taxed; 
it is not. It escapes. It does 
mean, however, that initiative and 
new enterprises are throttled. 

While the inconsistency of high 
surtaxes existing side by side with 
@ lawfully authorized means of 
avoidance ig obvious, it is not sim- 
ply through tax exemption -that 
high surtaxes are uneconomical. 
The experience of the few years 
under high surtaxes shows the in- 
creasing failure of these taxes as a 
source of revenue. There are many 
means of escaping the tax, and 
with the settlement of conditions 
abroad, we may anticipate the 
movement of capitai from this 
country to other parts of the worid 
where income is not so penalized. 
Ways will always be found to avoid 
taxation inherently excessive. 

DECREASES REVENUE 

We are presented, then, with a 
plan of taxation which punishes 
energy and initiative and must de- 
creage revenue, Such a plan will 
ultimately work harm to the coun- 
try and should not be permitted 
to continue much longer. The 
cure does not lie in attacking the 
symptoms, by other unsound pen- 
alties, such as an undistributed 
surplus tax, but in correcting the 
cause. The remedy is such a re- 
duction in the peak .of the sur- 
taxes as will attract capital to new 
enterprises and prevent the con- 
tinua] diminution of taxable in- 
come in the higher brackets. In 
this way alone can high living 
costs, the indirect tax paid by all 
of the people, He reduced and the 
productivity of a graduated income 
tax maintained. 

The principles applicable to high 
Ssurtaxes apply similarly to high es- 
tate taxes. The bill raises the es- 
tate tax to 40 per cent. As a con- 
comitant is added «a gift tax which 
is a further invasion of the rights

When there is added to this the 
inheritance taxes levied by the 
States it amounts to a practical 
confiscation of capital To meet 
these taxes executors must realize 
cash on forced sales of property, 
with a genera! lowering of all val- 
ues upon which the credit struc- 
ture of our country ts based and 
diminishing the very source from 
| which this revenue comes. It ts 
| proposed to take capital and to 
in the ordinary operating 
|expenses of government. We are 
thus to live not on income, but on 
principal, and to that extent we 
_exhaugt our resources and prevent 
,the industrial expansion essential! 
| to our increasing population and 
our high standards of itiving. 
Heretofore, estate taxes in the Fed- 
eral government have been war 
measures. It is now proposed to 
use these reserves in times of 
peace. They should be kept for 
emergency. é 


INTEREST TO STATES 

The States have a very real in- 
terest in this tax. Inheritance taxes 
constitute a material] part of State 
revenues. They are a compara- 
tively smal! factor tn Federal rev- 
enue. As the Federal government 
invades this sphere, belonging pri- 
marily to the States, it. will cut 
down the flow of income to the 
States from this tax and thus force 
|}the States to higher taxes from 
ed sources, wiiich will mean tn- 
creased land taxes. For the sake 
of $12,000,000 of additional reve- 
| nue the Federal government in its 
strength should not further hand!- 
cap the States, already heavily bur- 
dened with expenditures which can 
be met only by taxation. I believe 
also it would be advisable to call 
a conference of the taxing author!t- 
tles of the States and the Treasury 
before the next session of the Con- 
gress to give consideration to some 
comprehensive plan of division 
this field of taxation between the 
various States and the Federal! gov- 
ernment and the elimination of 
overlapping and unfair taxes. 

Our tnastitutions guarantee to 
our citizens sanctity in their prt- 
vate affairs, a right giving way 
only to the needs of government. 
Under the law as it now exists, 
the Treasury has access to all in- 
formation useful itn determining 
the liability of the taxpayer. For 
the needs of revenue, publicity § ts 
unnecessary. While the bill pur- 
ports not to give feil publicity this 
is scarcely true, and it still saec- 
rifices without reason the rights of 
the taxpayers. In each postoffice 
the amount which the citizen con- 
tributes to the Treasury must be 
exhibited to the curtous and to the 
taxpayer's Pusiness rivals.

The purpose of a tax bill is to 
provide the government with reve- 
nue, and the primary considera- 
tion of tax reduction is the prob- 
able receipts and expenditurés of 
the government after the bill be- 
comes a law. We shall close the 
fiscal year ending June 30 next, 
with a surplus, but it is the next 
fiscal! year that must have con- 
sideration. By far the greater 
part of the loss of revenue which 
will be brought about by the bill 
is in income taxes. Aside from the 
256 per cent credit in 1924 taxes. 
The bill applies to incomes re- 
ceived in 1924, the tax on which 
is payable in the calendar year 
1926. So this income-tax reduc- 
tion will not be felt until the last 
half of the fiscal year 1925. Under 
these circumstances, after giving 
effect to the bonus law and the

NO SAVING FOR MASSES

ECONOMIC, NOT POLITICAL 

During the after-the-war period 
of adjustment, the other great na- 
tions of the world have been dis- 
turbed more than this country. 
They are not yet restored. As a 
consequence we have been relieved 
of much of the world competition. 
When other countries return to 
productivity and become again the 
serious commoercial rivals of our 
people, and when we experience 
those periods of depression which 
normally follow periods of pros- 
perity, we should have our house 
in order by so establishing our tax 
system that ite economic effects 
will be beneficial and not harmful. 
The bill represents tax reduction, 
not tax reform. If we are to main- 
tain the American standard of liv- 
ing and hold our place in the 
world, we must adjust our taxes 
on an economic and not a political 
basis. 

The bill comes to me for con- 
sideration leas than two weeks 
before the contemplated adjourn- 
ment of Congress and it provides 
for a credit on 1924 taxes which 
should become effective on the 
15th inst. No definite bill can be 
passed before adjournment. The 
question before me is the present 
law or the bill in shape it has 
passed the Congress.

But @ 
policeman who was attracted by 
the shouts didn’t pay a whole lot 
of attention to John—he merely 
pulled the boy up and resuscitated 
him. 

Meanwhile, John was left to him- 
self to climb to the pier as best he 
could. He wasn't making a very 
good job of it, and about five min- 
utes later a member of the crew 
of the United American liner Re- 
liance noticed him and dragged 
him to the plier. Then John was 

ken aboard the Reliance, where 
he was plied with a liquid which 
ordinarily it’s againet the law to 
mention publicly—but this was 
from the ship’s medical stores.

CALIFORNIA PROSPECTS IN 
OLYMPIC GAMES. DISCUSSED 


BY BOYD COMSTOCK, 
Former Coach University of Southern California and Yale University 


To properly appreciate’ the 
Olympic situation it is essential 
that the. student shall first of all 
understand the science—if it can 
be called that—of form charting, 
In connection with and following 
this statement it might be said 
that your true dopester is always 
fortified with a legion of alibia. 
You will find evidences of this in 
every article that deals with paper 
points. This lamentable lack of 
confidence comes as a natural se- 
quéfiice because time imme- 
morial the prophet has been the 
object of much gentle raillery, to 
put it mildly. « 

This is not as it should be, be- 
cause the least sporty citisen is at 
heart a dopester or a potential 
studént of the game. We proclaim 
our beliefs in a thousand different 
ways in politics, sports and in 
everyday life. Sometimes we pla 
wagers on our predilections 
sometimes we lack the courage t 
back our convictions. It all 
amounts to the same thing. 


DISCOUNTING FIGURES 
Getting back to the meat of the 
discussion, it might be eaid that the 
making of a form chart is not so 
much a matter of gathering to- 
gether a masse of statistics con- 


cerning the performances of the. 
athletes in question as it is of dis- | 
counting the available figures.

REMEMBERED CAR 
Loeb remembered the number 
of the car, 507, and it was that 
which enabled Assistant State's 
Attorney Savage to trace it. Loeb 
took his seat, then casually 


dropped the letter of instructions 
in the rack used for holding time 
tables and telegraph blanks and 
a few minutes later got off and 
rejoined Leopold. 

Carefully reckoning the train 
time against its arrival at the 
Sixty-third-street station the kid- 
napers telephoned Mr. Franks and 
told him to go to a drugstore in 
the Woodlawn district where he 
was to receive further instructions. 
He was to have four minutes be- 
tween reaching the drugstore and 
when the train was due. 

At that point while Mr. Franks 
was ready to make payment, 
there came the gudden news that 
Robert was dead. He hurried to 
the undertakers, the Boston train 
stopped at Woodlawn and then 
continued on with the letter un- 
touched in the time-table rack.

(1.) Bloodstained boots and 
trousers found tn Leopold's home;

Loeb and Leopold, under 
the advice of lawyers, at last 
adopted a policy of silence, refus- 
ing to talk of the case to anyone, 
even the State's attorney.

# PLAYA DEL REY HORROR 
Words are tmadequate to express the 
shock and sorrow experienced by thousands 


‘lot people in Southern California at the trag- 


edy enacted Saturday night on the ocean 
front at Playa Dei Rey. Once more man’s 
most relentless and persistent foe—fire!— 
has taken toll of human life. And—to drive 
the horror directly to the heart of humani- 
ty—this time the victims were helpless chil- 
dren, 

After the event a searching inquiry will 
follow to discover whether a building that 
no longer exists was a suitable place where 
in to home mentally defective giris. 
such an inquiry should have been made— 
and acted on—while the structure was still 
intact is obvious to the dullest mind. 

Whatever the result now of exhaustive 
official investigations it can do nothing to 
heal the broken hearts, nothing to bring 
back the child life so ruthlessly swept away. 
At the best it can only furnish the melan- 
choly satisfaction of fixing the blame on 
somebody or something. 

From evidence so far deduced it seems 
impossible to attribute the holocaust to an 


unavoidable act of the forces of nature. 
Nature cannot be held responsible for a 
structure void of fire escapes, cannot be 
censured for the locks and bolts on the 
doors of the dormitories, cannot be blamed 
for the absence of a State license or the 
scarcity of other suitable homes for these 
waifs of humanity. 

Such catastrophes are recurrent. An ex- 
cursion steamer that was unseaworthy turns 
over with its cargo of helpless human be- 
ings. Hotels and factories and institutions 
burn to the ground and the loss of life ts 


have been neglected. A roof falls in on an 
imperfectly constructed theater, the foun- 
dations drop away beneath an assembly 
ball or a grand stand. crowded with living 
people. 

After the event the community is 
very wise. Indignation is general, the man 
in the street grows hot under the collar. 
For a while there is a furious demand for 
better inspection and more rigid regulation. 
Then the sensation departs and the inci- 
dent is seldom again referred to. 

Will the Playa Del Rey horror bring about 
a widespread and general reformation in 
other public structures that, by the kindly 
forbearance of natura] forces, have so far 
been spared a similar calamity?

Rejected Canadian Rancher 

Had Come to Wed 


Shoots Himself at Home of 
Former Fiancee 


Officer Called by Girl is

The suicide attempt occurred 
when Officer Simms of the Wil- 
shire Station, responding to a call 
from Miss Warnes'’s room-mate, 
entered the room in which Stew- 
art awaited an interview with his 
former fiancee. Stewart quietly 
anewered several questions put to 
him by Simms before he suddenty 
and shot 
himeelf. 

NEVER RECEIVED WIRE 

A tardy telegram from Miss 
Warnes to Stewart at Liberty, in 
which the girl. renounced her in- 
tention of marrying the Canadian, 
is believed by the girl to be in-

It 
is this communication by Mr.

Marked Reduction in Fel: 
onies Since January 


Robberies, Burglaries, Auto 
Thefts on Wane 


Number of Worthless Checks 
Also Take Drop 


A marked decline tn crime is 
noted in figures compiled by the 
Los Angeles police record bureau 
released yesterday. The statistics 
reveal that crimes of almost every 
form have been materially reduced 
since last January. The falling off 
has been rather erratic, it is shown, 
gaining in some months and ilos- 
ing in the next, but the reduction 
is marked.

Living Expenses $200,000 
for Six Years of Married

Dr. Jared H. Miller and his wife, 
the late Mary Moore Miller, spent 
approximately $200,000 for living 
expenses during their six years of
